When Gettysburg’s public school 
children return to their studies next 
Monday morning those wno attend 
the high school and seventh and 
eighth grades will find their school 
days lengthened in order to provlda 
longer periods for more directed 
study under the personal 
super­ 
vision of the teachers.

The announcement of 
the 
in­ 
creased length of school days was 
made this morning by Lloyd C. Kee­ 
fauver, supervising principal of the 
Gettysburg public schools, who, at 
the same time, announced the as­ 
signment of pupils for the coming 
j term. 
Oldest Pupils 
Pupils of the grammar grades and 
high school will be most affected by 
the longer school days. 
At high 
school, classes will begin at 8.50 
o'clock, the morning session ending 
at 12 o’clock, noon. The afternoon 
session will begin at I and end at 4 
o'clock. Previously, the high school 
session ended at 3 30 o’clock. 
In the seventh and eighth grades, 
classes will take up at 9 o’clock, dis­ 
missing at 11:45 o'clock for the noon 
recess. 
Classes will be resumed at 
1:15 o’clock and will be dismissed al 
4 o'clock. 
The hours for the 
fourth, 
fifth 
and sixth grades are the same as 
those of the grammar grades with 
the exception that the dismissal 
!time in the afternoon is 3:45 o’clock. 
The hours for the second and third 
i grades are the same as the grammar 
grades except that school 
will be 
dismissed al 3.30 O’dock. The first 
grades will take In at 9 o'clock, dis­ 
missing at 11:30 o’clock, resuming at 
1:15 o'clock and dismissing at 3:15 
o'clock. 
One Hour Periods 
By lengthening the time in the 
high school, one hour study and 
i recitation periods will be provided as 
compared 
with

periods of former years.
